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Ford, Reagan election in 1976? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gerald R. 


Ford announced his candidacy In the 
1076 presidential election Tuesday 
amid indications he might have to 
fight for the support of the Republican 
Party's conservative wing. 


In a low-key, three-minute state- 


ment to reporters in the Oval Office of 
the White House, President Ford 
p r o m i s e d an "open and above- 
aboard" campaign. 


Indications of a pending fight for 


the GOP nomination came Tuesday 
when sources close to former Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan said a cam- 
paign committee will be formed this 
month to support a Reagan challenge 
to Ford. 


FORD'S CAMPAIGN will be his 


first for a national office and he is 
relying on the nation's penchant for 
electing Incumbents, as well as his 25 
years as a congressional campaigner. 
He predicted he will win, "as al- 
ways." 


Reagan supporters said their candi- 


date has not decided whether to run. 
"Regan has not given us the go- 
ahead," an unidentified supporter 
said, "but based on what I've seen, 
I'm convinced he's going to run." 


The Rengan-for-Presldent group ex- 


pects to organize this month and key 
figures have already begun prepara- 
tions. A one-time aide and political 
consultant to Regan has closed his 


consulting and public relations firm in 
Sacramento and is preparing the com- 
mittee in Washington. 


Ford, who will be, 62 next month, 


said his wife and family are strongly 
supporting his candidacy. He said he 
intends to do three things: run a clean 
campaign, be president of all the 
people, and never neglect his duty. 


"I want every delegate and every 


vote I can get... but within the spirit 
and the letter of the law and without 
compromising 
the 
principles 
for 


which I have stood all my public life." 


NATIONAL POLLS indicate Ford 


has regained most of the popularity he 


lost when he pardoned former Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon last Septem- 
ber. White House aides reflected the 
new enthusiasm Tuesday when they 
predicted Ford would prevail over the 
conservative opposition in his own 
party and the morq than a dozen po- 
tential contenders for the Democratic 
nomination in 1976.

Robert Strauss responded to Ford's 
announcement by promising that his 
party would find "an equally likable 
and honorable" candidate. 


Ford, appointed vice president by 


Nixon and succeeding to the president 


cy without being elected, said he 
would "not forget my initial pledge to 
be President of all the people." He 
said he will "seek the support of all 
who believe in the fundamental values 
of duty, decency and constructive de- 
bate." 


Ford's new campaign committee 


will include: former Army Secretary 
Howard Callaway of Georgia, cam- 
paign manager; California industrial- 
ist David Packard, finance chairman; 
former White House counsel Dean 
Burch, head of an advisory com- 
mittee; and former Assistant Sec. of 
Defense Robert C. Moot, treasurer. 


'Reagan healthy for GOP*

Republican leaders in the Northwest suburbs, agreed 


Tuesday that the entrance of former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan into the 1976 presidential sweepstakes' 
could be healthy for the GOP. 


But State Republican Chairman Donald Adams of 


Springfield told the Herald he does not expect a Reagan 
candidacy to materialize. 


"I have a suspicion that Reagan will not become a 


candidate," said Adams. But he added that Reagan will 
probably have a large influence on the choice of Presi- 
dent Ford's running mate and on the design of the 1976 
Republican platform. 


"But unless the bottom falls out, I don't think Ford 


will ba challenged," Adams said. 


TWO SUBURBAN GOP committeemen, Frend Yon- 


kers of Wheeling Township and Bernard Pedersen of 
Palatine Township, said they would welcome an open 
convention contest between Ford and Reagan. 


In nearly identical reactions, both Yonkers and Pe- 


dersen said an "open convention," especially in light of 
the fact that Ford is a non-elected president, would be 
healthy for the party; that they could support either 
Ford or Reagan; and that the party should unite behind

Mental-aid unit 
appeals fund cut

Elk Grove-Schaumburg Townships 


Mental Health Center officials plan to 
appeal the decision to cut their annual 
state aid grant by $33,000. 


The Illinois Dcpt. of Mental Health 


will provide the center with only 
$159,586 of the $192,641 requested for 
the 1975-76 fiscal year. 
~ 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of 


the center, said there is a chance 
some of the funds may be recovered 
through an appeal process set up by 
the mental health department. 


THE PROCESS involves submitting 


a report by outlining the center's need 
for the money. The report will be re- 
viewed by a citizens' advisory council 
of the department. Rosen said the re- 
port must be hi by July 11. 


The state funds sought by the center 


were to have provided about 44 per 
cent of its total projected budget of 
about $430,000 for the coming year. 
The rest of the operating funds come 
from the two townships, United Fund 
proceeds and patient fees. 


Rosen said if forced to, the center 


could cut the budget by about $13,000 
at the most, which •would mean elimi- 
nating four of the 10 part-time thera- 


pists'who work at the center besides 
the regular full-time staff. 


If the four therapists were laid off, • 


he said, the budget would still have a T 
deficit of about $20,000. That money!; 
would have to be sought from the'' 
townships or the United Fund. 


ROSEN SAID the letter from the 


mental health department this week 
notifying him of the reduction in the 
grant stressed that state aid is contin- 
gent on the availability of funds. 


Gov. Daniel Walker has proposed 6 - 


per cent cuts in all state departments 
and some budgets already have been 
trimmed. 


If the governor slashes the mental 


health department allocation, his ac- 
tion could further reduce money 
awarded to the townships' mental 
health center, Rosen said. 


The grant, as currently proposed, 


would force the mental health center * 
to operate with almost exactly the " 
same amount in state funds received I 
for .1974-75. With the $159,586 out-^ 
patient services probably would stay^ 
the same Rosen said. He could not^ 
say what services might ba ellmi-'-I 
nated if Gov. Walker causes further"' 
financial problems for the center.

Brian Cudahy, consultant to the 


RTA on planning, said Tuesday the 
agency's staff did not include Harper 
and Oakton in the original plan be- 
cause staff members did not see any 
obvious bus routes to serve the two 
colleges. 


Cudahy said the RTA definitely 


plans to have some kind of bus route 
to servo Harper and will consider 
Oakton when it studies the needs of 
all the area's colleges. 


HARPER VICE President William 


Mann sold he had not talked to any 
RTA official about the college's needs, 
but ho disagreed with the premise 
that no "obvious" bus routes exist to 


the college at Roselle and Algonquin 
roods. 


Mann said, "A natural place would 


be a bus route from the Palatine train 
station. I think people In Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect and Des 
Plalnes should be able to catch the 
train to Palatine and expect a bus 
ride to the campus." 


Mann said, "Tho problems the RTA 


would solve are our problems too. We 
have too many cars coming onto our 
campus and a bus service could help 
our problem." 


Ho said ho thinks setting up a bus 


route for the college will be easier 
than arranging bus service to area 
shopping centers. "We are an educa- 
tional shopping center," he said, "but 
we can toll them where our people are 
coming from and when they are going 
to be here and shopping centers can't 
do that." 


OFFICIALS FROM Oakton were not 


available for comment Tuesday, but 
in the past Oakton officials have ex- 
pressed keen Interest in having RTA 
service to the college campus at Oak- 
ton Street and Nagte Road in Morton 
Grove.

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CIA panel may 
summon Nixon; 
oil-firm gift told

WASHINGTON (UP1) - There Is 


"n very real probability" former 
President Richard M. Nixon will be 
summoned to testify about his knowl- 
edge of CIA activities as part of the 
Senate's Investigation of Intelligence 
operations, Sen. Frank Church said 
Tuesday. 


In a related matter, a special report 


disclosed that the CIA secretly paid 
$08,068 to the Ashland Oil Co., the na- 
tion's largest independent petroleum 
company, between 19B8 and 1073. 


The report did not say what the 


money was used for and sold the com- 
pany had no record to substantiate 
the total funds received from The 
CIA. 


The report was compiled at the di- 


rection of a special committee of Ash- 
land directors, who ordered a further 
examination of $13.9 million in over- 
seas expenditures to ascertain wheth- 
er they were legal and proper. It was 
made public pursuant to a U.S. Dis- 
trict Court order won by the Secu- 
rities and Exchange Commission in 
May. 


Tho company report did not say 


what Ashland did with the $98,068 In 
cash and checks it received from the 


CIA. But it sold the firm had no 
record to substantiate the total funds 
received from the CIA. 


A company spokesman said the CIA 


money was "totally unrelated" to any 
monies used for political contributions 
and was not paid the company to be 
used for political contributions. 


Church, chairman of the Senate 


committee probing Intelligence activi- 
ties, told reporters no decision has 
been made whether Nixon would be 
called to testify personally or by de- 
position. 


"We want to explore Nixon's role In 


the,Huston plan," Church said,refer- 
ring to an intelligence operation drawn 
up by former White House aide Tom 
Huston which Nixon approved, then 
canceled before it began. 


Nixon was on "action officer" while 


he was vice president during the plan- 
ning of the Bay of Pigs operation 
against Cuba, Church said, and the 
committee would want to question 
Nixon on the matter. 


Church emphasized Nixon was not 


involved In allegations that the CIA 
plotted assassinations of foreign lead- 
ers, an area the committee is in- 
vestigating Intensively. 


Meanwhile, a member of the House

committee involved in its own CIA in- 
vestigation launched a campaign to 
convince the House that members are 
morally bound to break 
secrecy 


pledges when they learn of Illegal 
government activity. 


Rep. Michael Harrington, D-Moss., 


called a ,nows conference to counter 
an effort to censure him for releasing 
secret details last fall of CIA activity 
in Chile. 


"Which comes first," Harrington 


asked, "his (a congressman's) agree- 
ment to abide by secrecy rules, or 
his obligation to report criminal activ- 
ity to appropriate authorities? The en- 
forcement of such an agreement — to 
keep illegal activities secret —is it- 
self illegal." 


Harrington said he had asked 


Speaker Carl Albert to convene a spe- 
cial meeting of the House Democratic 
Policy Committee on how binding a 
secrecy pledge is when a congress- 
man learns of illegal activities. 


Kissinger, Rabin set 
talks; accord hinted

"* Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
bin and Sec. of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger will meet in West Germany Satur- 
day to discuss an interim peace pact 
between Israel and Egypt, it was an- 
nounced Tuesday in Washington and 
Tel Aviv. 


The joint announcement fueled 


speculation an agreement was near. 


It came after Israel reported prog- 


ress in achieving an interim peace ac- 
cord with Egypt based on a further 
Israeli troop withdrawal in Sinai. Tho 
Israelis said, however, that full agree- 
ment had not been reached. 


The announcements said Rabin and 


Kissinger will meet "to continue dis- 
cussions within the framework of the 
efforts to achieve peace in the 
Mideast." 


The Rabin-Kissinger meeting will 


come a day after the American secre- 
tary holds talks in Geneva with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko. 


A BBC report said Israel would give 


back some of the Gidl and Mitla 
mountain passes of the Sinai — land 
seized by Israeli troops in the 1967 
Middle East war — and the United 


States would operate electronic facil- 
ities to warn of troop or weapons 
movements. 


An Israeli government source said 


progress toward a pact included "a 
concrete possibility" that both sides 
would agree to setting up such an ear- 
ly-warning defense system. 


In Beirut, police and Palestinian 


guerrilla agents worked against the 
clock In the hunt for the American 
colonel whose kidnapers have threat- 
ened with death unless their ransom 
demands are met by today. 


Premier Rashid Karami met with 


U. S. Ambassador G. McMurtric God- 
ley to review developments in the 
search for Col. Ernest R. Morgan and 
afterwards repeated the optimism he 
voiced Monday. 


Joint units of Lebanese police and 


Palestinian guerrillas .raided several 
houses in the working-class district of 
Al Maslakh Tuesday without results. 


Morgan's abductors demanded dis- 


tribution of American relief aid in Al 
Maslakh as ransom for the colonel's 
life. 


But despite the optimism, there was 


no indication that investigators have 


come any closer to finding Morgan, 
who disappeared more than a week 
ago. The U. S. Embassy refused com- 
ment. 


By Tuesday, however, it appeared 


there was no intention cither by the 
Americans or Lebanese to meet the 
demands. 


Also in the Mideast, a Turkish offi- 


cial said that unless Congress lifts its 
arms embargo, public opinion might 
force Turkey to ask the United States 
to relinquish its military bases there. 


Kamuran Inan, a member of the 


Turkish Senate, told a breakfast meet- 
ing his (government is "no more able 
to control public opinion than is the 
government of the United States." 


He said the U.S. bases in Turkey 


are vital to maintaining NATO's mili- 
tary superiority in the Mediterranean, 
and warned, "The United States is at 
present underestimating the contribu- 
tion that Turkey has made to the 
western alliance." 


Turkey has asked the United States 


to meet July 17 to discuss the future 
of the bases. The House is to vote 
within the next two weeks whether to 
lift the arms embargo.

Trim corporate 
taxes, Simon asks 


by United Press International 


Treasury Sec. William Simon said Tuesday the ad- 


ministration will ask Congress to cut corporate income 
taxes, perhaps by as much as $15 billion, and to lower 
taxes on investment income. 


Among the possible recommendations, Simon said, is 


"integration" of personal and corporate income taxes. 
In short, corporate profits would be taxed either to the 
corporation when they are made or to the stockholder 
when dividends are paid, but not both. 


Integration, which in one form could mean the aboli- 


tion of the corporate income tax, would cost an esti- 
mated $15 billion, Simon said, and therefore would have 
to be phased in. 


Other possible alternatives listed by Simon: 
• Reductions in the corporate tax rate. 
• A lowering of capital gains taxes. 
• Incentives for private savings, including liberalized 


limits on the amount of money Individuals may place in 
taxfree individual retirement accounts. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Texas, suggested 


the WPA and the CCC, Depression-era agencies which 
helped relieve the sting of the 1930s for hundreds of 
thousands of Americans, be dusted off to fight the job- 
lessness of the 1970s. 


In the face of remarks by President Ford that the 


last thing the economy needs is a return to the "leaf- 
raking" schemes of the 1930s, Bentsen said WPA and 
CCC could assure that half a generation of young people 
will not reach their mid-20s without ever holding a 
meaningful job. 


"The Depression programs that created jobs — the 


Civilian Cpnservaton Corps and the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration — have been derided for some time, but 
with persisting unemployment they are beginning to 
look like a useful approach to putting people back to 
work," said Bentsen, an announced candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomination.

Revenue bond 
financing best 


George Halus' assurances last 


week to the people of Arlington 
Hcignts were timely and wel- 
come-. 


The Chicago Bears owner has 


proposed construction of a new 
stadium, and a new home for his 
National Football League team, 
ut Arlington Park. Initial reac- 
tion within the community was 
q u i t e favorable. In recent 
weeks, however, there's been in- 
creasing criticism of a bonding 
firm's recommendation that the 
stadium be financed with gener- 
al obligation bonds issued by the 
Village of Arlington Heights. 


By financing the stadium, the 


village would give it tax exempt 
status and help assure its finan- 
cial feasibility. The village can 
finance projects through two dif- 
ferent kinds of bonds: revenue 
bonds, which would have to be 
repaid through stadium reve- 
nue: 
and 
general 
obligation 


bonds, which arc backed up, ul- 
timately, by the village's taxing 
poucrs. If stadium revenue fell 
short of projections, holders of 
revenue bonds would have to 
wait to be paid their principal 
and Interest; however, with gen- 
eral obligation bonds the village 
would have to use its taxing au- 
thority to make up for any short- 
fall. 


A bonding firm has recom- 


mended the general obligation 
bonds because they would be 
more salable and carry less in- 
terest. 


The implication is that if one 


of the major projected users of 
the stadium fell on hard times 
the 
village would have 
to 


scratch to find money to pay the 
bondholders, and it might be 
forced to levy a tax on residents 
of the village. 


That's a possibility we think 


would be unacceptable. Village 
taxpayers would not find It toler- 
able; neither, we suspect, would 
their elected leaders. 


And Halas, in a statement given 


The Herald last week, indicated 
that Is his position, too. 


"If there is any possibility of a 


tax increase, we'll drop it.. .if 
the money for the debt service 
doesn't cover the bonds, we'd 
withdraw gracefully." 


Halas added that he won't try 


to bring the Bears to Arlington 
Heights unless they arc wel- 
comed by the community. 


A second bonding firm, Smith, 


Barney and Co., lias reviewed 


the proposal, and it recommends 
use of revenue bonds: 


"We believe the proposed fi- 


nancing ... is possible on a rev- 
enue basis," a spokesman told 
village trustees. 


While the final word may not 


have been spoken, it is clear 
that any decision to finance the 
stadium without firm guaran- 
tees against a tax increase 
would be unwise. 


As for community sentiment 


on the stadium itself, it's favor- 
able; that was borne out by an 
attitude survey conducted by 
The Herald. Forty-four per cent 
of the respondents in a scien- 
tifically based sample were in 
favor of the stadium; 30 per cent 
were opposed and 25 per cent 
were uncertain. Of those who 
had formed an opinion, GO per 
cent were favorable and 40 per 
cent unfavorable. 


Those favorable responses are 


now clouded — temporarily we 
hope — by the financing con- 
troversy. Once that is resolved, 
we think residents and their 
elected leaders should look care- 
fully at several other issues. 


Questions of noise and crowd- 


ing have been raised. It seems 
apparent that the owners of the 
race track property, now largely 
unused land, will have the right 
someday to develop that proper- 
ty. Would a major commercial 
or high rise residential devel- 
opment bring fewer problems 
and less crowding than a sta- 
dium used relatively few days 
each year? Would residential 
use bring less strain on local 
schools and other taxing dis- 
tricts? 


Traffic congestion at-the sta- 


dium also has been raised as an 
issue. With a commuter rail sta- 
tion on the track grounds and 
nearby access to the metropoli- 
tan expressway system,,traffic 
problems would be minimized; 
we doubt traffic would be any 
greater problem than It is during 
races at the track. 


It's easy to find objections to 


any major development, but a 
Bears stadium seems to present 
fewer community problems than 
almost any other likely devel- 
opment at the track. And we 
think most residents recognize 
that. 


In any event, we hope the fi- 


nancing question can be cleared 
quickly so that many other is- 
sues raised by the stadium pro- 
posals can be taken up.

Urges Walker: sign abortion bill 


An editorial in The Herald entitled 


"Let's veto abortion bill," together 
with a cartoon, deserve some com- 
ment. 


Chief Justice Warren Burger stated 


in the 1973 Supreme Court abortion 
decision that, "I do not read the 
Court's holdings today as having the 
s w e e p i n g consequences attributed 
them by the dissenting judges. The 
Court today rejects any claim that the 
constitution requires abortion on de- 
mand." (Doe v. Bolton). 


Despite this assurance by the Chief 


Justice, when our Illinois state legisla- 
ture attempts to restrict abortffin-on- 
demond, your newspaper editorializes 
that such an attempt is "uncon- 
stitutional." Because the 1973 Su- 
preme Court decision is vague and 
confusing even to experts of Con- 
stitutional law, It is necessary to 
clarify what it intends to say. For this 


reason, legislation must be tested in 
the courts by proponents of unrestrict- 
ed abortion, and this means that con- 
fusion will reign during the litigation. 


The new Illinois abortion bill 


(HB1851) that has passed both houses 
in the legislature raises serious ques- 
tions that the courts must be ready to 
accept. May a teenager, for instance, 
abort without either of her parents' 
knowledge, even though both parents 
are legally responsible for their ado- 
lescent's health and well being? An 
adolescent may not have her ears 
pierced without parental consent. Why 
allow her to have a serious abortion 
operation that may cause her serious 
physical and psychological damage, 
without her parents even being in- 
formed? The parents who may have 
to pay for this surgery are not even 
entitled under present law to give or 
withhold permission. And in the legal

The media generally, and The Her- 


ald in particular, has not carefully ex- 
amined aspects of this bill that have 
r a i s e d other serious questions. 
Shouldn't the physician advise a wom- 
an of the possible side effects of abor- 
tion that may endanger her health 
and fertility and shouldn't she be giv- 
en available scientific data regarding 
fetal development? This above all Is 
proving to be a source of 
psy- 


chological damage when later she dis- 
covers that what was aborted was a 
moving, sentient human being with 
heartbeat, brain waves and finger- 
prints. Is informed consent uncon- 
stitutional? 


The bill also protects the woman 


from the hazards of saline infusion, 
an abortion procedure so disastrous 
that many hospitals refuse to subject 
the woman to its use. It is outlawed in 
every civilized country in the world 
except the United States. HB1B51 also 
protects a fetus or premature infant 
aborted alive from experimentation 
and does not allow the abortionist to 
kill the child who has been aborted 
alive. 


The State of Missouri passed an 


abortion law similar to HB1851 in 
1974. This law has been tested by a 
three-judge Federal court which has 
held the husband's consent clause, pa- 
rental consent and other provisions to 
b e 
constitutional. 
This 
decision 


prompted the Illinois General Assem- 
bly to model its new law on the Mis- 


souri law. 


The Herald's contention that, if 


HB1851 is held unconstitutional, Illi- 
nois might end up "without any law 
regulating the sanitation or operation 
of abortion clinics," is clearly un- 
founded. If any part of the new law is 
held to be unconstitutional the old 1973 
law will be in effect. Since October, 
1974, when the Chicago Board of 
Health was refused permission to 
regulate Chicago clinics, there has 
been no effective policing of at least 
12 clinics in the City of Chicago itself. 


The legislators' overwhelming ap- 


proval of this bill demonstrates that 
Illinois does not want abortion-on-de- 
mand. Better than three-fifths of both 
houses supported this bill. If portions 
of this law are to be questioned, the 
proper route is in the courts, not in 
the press or by the governor, and 
since the old abortion law was delib- 
erately not repealed there is no dan- 
ger of Illinois being without an abor- 
tion regulatory law. 


This passing of a subsequent act 


without a repealer is not unusual, as 
some might think. There are well-de- 
fined legal rules that arc applicable 
under such circumstances. Generally 
speaking, the acts are to be read in 
harmony, and where they conflict, the 
second or newer act repeals the first. 


We urge Governor Walker to sign 


the abortion bill into law and help Illi- 
nois take the lead, along with the 
State of Missouri, in showing Its gen- 
uine concern for the health of its 
women and its respect for the human- 
ity of the unborn child.

'Let's broaden scope 
of downtown study' 


Arlington Heights' special com- 


mittee to study downtown parking 
needs is off to a good start. I hope 
The Herald continues to give their ac- 
tivities detailed coverage, and that 
village leaders take steps to broaden 
the study's focus. 


The study should be broadened be- 


cause there are, as Village Planner 
Joe Kessler told the committee, many 
other problems in the downtown be- 
sides parking. Those of us who live 
close to the downtown know most of 
the problems. We would like to see 
them solved at least as much as the 
merchants who make their living 
there. 


Until now the village has done little 


to encourage interest in downtown de- 
velopment from either businessmen 
or customers. Past study committees 
took a "Papa knows best" approach. 
The village's solution for the parking 
problem was to allow a sprawl of ille- 
gal parking which further contributes 
to the downtown's rundown look. 


The downtown development com- 


mittee has more options for funding 
than it realizes. There is private fi- 
nancing, used in Des Plaines' Super- 
block project. There is the special 
taxing district option, exemplified by 
Oak Park's shopping mall. The vil- 
lage has the power, under home rule, 
to form the equivalent of an Industrial 
Development Commission, to lease or 
buy (if necessary, to condemn), rede- 
velop and resell, primarily through 
revenue bond financing. There is fed- 
eral funding available under the Com- 
munity Development Act. True, It has 
strings, but Arlington Heights is al- 
ready learning that it may have to 
face up to the strings whether or not 
it takes the carrot. 


I would also urge village leaders to 


broaden participation in any down- 
town study. There is broader support 
for downtown redevelopment than the 
village planner thinks. It is unorga- 
nized, true. It is not unqualified sup- 
port. But it is solid, and it is especial- 
ly strong among those of us near 
enough to downtown to sec it as our 
neighborhood shopping center. The 
village should seek out participation 
in any downtown study from that 
shopping bloc. Input from the down- 
town's neighbors will provide both 
p u b l i c support and the critical 
analysis needed to insure that down- 
town development is seen by its 
neighbors as an opportunity rather 
than a threat.

Busy book 
reviewer

Seventeen years ago, when a church 


group in Downers Grovo asked Mar- 
tha Hopkins to glvo a book review, 
sho said, "Don't bo ridiculous!" 


But sho did It anyway. And she has 


been doing It ever since. 


Today sho gives close to 200 book 


reviews a year. Sho also gives sllde- 
lllustratcd travel lectures, based on 
her travels to unexpected corners of 
the globe. And often sho skillfully bal- 
ances a travel presentation with a re- 
lated book. 


Mr. and Mrs. Allen W. Hopkins, 


their son, 21, and daughter, 18, have 
lived In their present homo In north- 
cast Mount Prospect since 1960; bo- 
foro that In Downers Grove; and B. C. 
(bcforo children).In Alexandria, Va., 
where Martha busied herself with a 
oncc-a-wcck, do-it-yourself TV pro- 
gram and a column in a weekly news- 
paper. 


"I'M A COLLEGE dropout and 


drop-back-in," sho said as sho dis- 
closed another facet of her life — mu- 
sic. Sho Is an accomplished organist 
with a bachelor of music degree in 
organ and church music from the 
American Conservatory of Music in 
1969, and a subsequent master's de- 
gree in 1973. 


"I lead three lives," she said. "One 


as the mother of a family, another as 
a book reviewer and travel lecturer, 
and a third as a musician." 


Mrs. Hopkins, organist and choir di- 


rector for a small Elmwood Park 
Church, Is contributing her talents to 
the Mount Prospect Bicentennial 
Commission. Sho and co-chairman 
Charles Jcnks, choral director of Hor- 
sey High School, are putting together 
the Bicentennial Choir Festival to be 
held June 13, 1976, at Prospect High 
School's field house. All 20 church 
choirs In Mount Prospect, plus chil- 
dren's choirs and other ensembles 
from those churches, will participate. 


BUT IN THE northwest suburbs, 


Martha Hopkins' name Is perhaps 
most often associated with book re- 
views and travel lectures. She has ap- 


peared before women's clubs, civic 
groups, church organizations, small 
private book clubs and classes of 
school children. 


For youngsters, she chooses to re- 


view family-type books rather than 
juvcnllo literature. Children clap with 
delight over such entertaining fare as 
Mary Daniels' "Morris," A. E. Hotch- 
ner's "Looking for Miracles," or 
James Herrlot's "A Day No Pigs 
Would Dlo." 


Martha Is adept at arranging pro- 


grams for special interest groups. For 
the Lyric Opera Guild she gave a 
d o u b l e review: James McCort's 
"Mowrdew Czgowchwz," a kooky sto- 
ry of a prlma donna "oltrano" whose 
name Is pronounced "Mardew Gor- 
geous;" and "Dallas" by Robert Ar- 
doln and Gerald Fitzgerald, the dra- 
ma of the controversial super-diva. 


BOOK REVIEWS and travel pro- 


grams have a pleasant affinity. When 
Martha describes her adventures In 
tho South Pacific, she may augment 
them with a delightful chapter on Fiji 
from Robert T. Allen's "How to Sur- 
vive tho Age of Travel" or some 
Maori stories from New Zealand. 


In her Australian travel lecture, she 


Is opt to spot-review Nancy Gate's 
"Brown Sugar" or John Hersey's "My 
Petition for Mora Space." In addition 
to those trips, Martha has visited Eu- 
rope several times, Yucatan and In- 
dia; has taken part in an African sa- 
fari; and has flown from place to 
place in a scries of plane hops until 
she completely circled the globe. 


"THE AFRICAN ADVENTURE 


was three trips in one," she said. "It 
combined the world of African ani- 
mals, a bush trip following missionary 
friends, and the sophistication of 
South Africa. What a memorable ex- 
perience!" 


To Martha, a travel bonus Is a re- 


turn visit by one's hosts. "It's exciting 
to have a guest drop in from New 
Zealand," she sold. 


In explaining the art of book re- 


viewing, sho stated, "The hardest 
port of my work is done long before I 
ever sec an audience.

times a year I go to New York to con- 
tact publishers, and to keep abreast of 
books that will be published. For ex- 
ample, I read "Season With Solti' 
from galley proofs and reviewed It be- 
fore it ever came out." 


WHEN MARTHA returns from New 


York In August, she may have as 
many as 18. books to read. This she 
prefers to do in the early morning 
hours, first reading quickly to decide 
which books she likes — she refuses 
to review any book she dislikes — 
then reading more carefully a second 
time the books sho intends to review. 
Her sparse notes easily fit a 3 by 
5-inch index card. 


She likes audiences, and judging 


from return engagements, audiences 
like her. "They ore sweet, dear won- 
derful people, full of enthusiasm," she 
said. Occasionally she lectures to all- • 
male audiences, such as the Mount 
Prospect Ministerial Association, a 
group she wryly admonished: "If you 
preach as long as I lecture, you could 
lose your entire congregation." 


Martha pointed out that men have 


less time for reading. Few know what 
a book review lecture is about. They 
are always pleasantly surprised. 


AT THE MOMENT, Martha's three 


favorite books are "Centennial" by 
James Michener; "Season With Sol- 
ti," by William Barry Furlong; and 
"The Money Changers" by Arthur 
Hailey. When groups engage her for a 
book review, she works with the 
chairman, suggesting several possi- 
bilities, and together they arrive at a 
choice. Her fee ranges from $45 to 
$75, depending on the expected size of 
the audience. 


"I think of myself as an entertain- 


ing performer," said Mrs. Hopkins. 
"But I must be informative, too, or 
it's not worth the time of the au- 
dience. Above all, it must be fun. If it 
isn't fun, I shouldn't bo there." 


Speaking of ... 
A matter of interest

If you had invested a penny In a 


savings account at the birth of Christ, 
how much money would you have to- 
day? The answer would depend on 
whether your money earned com- 
pound interest or simple Interest And 
the difference is substantial. 


According to a recent Consumer Re- 


port Issued by World Savings and 
Loan Association, your money would 
have earned less than a dollar at 5 
per cent simple interest. But that 
same penny, invested 1,974 years ago 
in a savings account paying 5 per cent 
compound interest would have earned 
$6,725,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 
000,000,000. That's right: $6,725 follow- 
ed by 36 zeros. And that's assuming 
your interest was compounded an- 
nually. 


THE MIRACLE OF compound in- 


terest can work wonders for you, even 
if you have considerably less, than a 
century or so to invest your money. 
To some informed observers, one of 
the best buys around these days is the 
insured savings certificates still avail- 
able from many savings and loan as- 
sociations and mutual savings banks. 
These have a minimum term of six 
years, but can be opened for as long 
as10 years, if you wish. 


How do' they work? You invest a 


certain sum of' money (many in- 
stitutions require a minimum of 
$1,000) hi a fixed-rate account for a 
term of 6 to 10 years. The Institution 
offers you an annual interest rate of 


7.75 per cent, which is the legal max- 
imum. 


BUT THAT 7.75 per cent grows to 


as much as 11.94 per cent if you make 
no withdrawals over a full decade.. 
And the reason is compound interest. 
As the institutions offering the certifi- 
cates advertise, the stipulated 7.75 per 
cent .interest odds up to a first-year 
yield of 8.17 or 8.06 per cent, depend- 
ing on which of two principal calcu- 
lating methods is used. 


What they don't advertise, because 


of promotional restrictions, is that 
that yield goes higher every time the 
interest is computed, as you earn in- 
terest on your Interest. Thus your 
yield over a full decade comes to 
nearly 12 per cent. 


EVEN OVER SIX years your yield 


is substantial from these top-interest 
certificates. If your institution adver- 
tises an 8.17 per cent yield for the 
first year, your return from $1,000 will 
•be $602.25 after six years. Your earn- 
ings will be $10.32 less if the adver- 
tised yield for the first year is 8.06 per 
cent. 


Are these certificates safe? They're 


protected up to a maximum of $40,000 
per account by federal deposit insur- 
ance. There is, of course, a chance 
that interest rates hi general may go 
higher and you'll be "locked in" at a 
fixed term rate. However, many fi- 
nancial experts believe rates may 
keep dropping, in which case in- 
stitutions may stop offering today's 
high returns. 


WHAT IF YOU need your money 


sooner? While you can usually with- 


draw interest at any time without 
penalty, you will pay a stiff penalty if 
you redeem your certificates before 
maturity. Regulations require that 
early withdrawers lose a whole quar- 
ter's interest. In addition, your inter- 
est rate will be reduced to that paid 
on a rcbular passbook account (which 
is now 5.25 per cent hi most savings 
and loans). 


Is there any way to hedge against 


this? If you have a considerable sum 
to invest, you can buy several differ- 
ent certificates maturing at different 
times so that you're never far away 
from a redemption date. Or you can 
buy, say, two $1,000 certificates in- 
stead of one $2,000 certificate, as well 
as staggering maturity dates. 


EVEN IF YOU can't afford to tie up 


your money for 6 to 10 years, you can 
still invest in such other high-interest 
certificates as 4-year certificates at 
7.5 per cent, 30-month certificates at 
6.75 per cent, or 1-year certificates at 
6.5 per cent. Here, too, the com- 
pounding of interest increases your 
real return. Whatever your plans, 
though, you'll probably want to pro- 
vide for emergencies with some mon- 
ey in a regular passbook account 


But if you have money to save for 


the future, do look into these high-in- 
terest accounts available today. 
Though you do sacrifice flexibility, In- 
sured returns that go up to nearly 12 
per cent are well worth your In- 
vestigation. And they're yours now, at 
least in most metropolitan areas, 
thanks to the miracle of compound In- 
terest 


Women and children iirst 
Swim pool 'attractive nuisance'

The voice at the other end crackled 


with indignation. "Why do I have to 
act as baby sitter and lifeguard for 
every kid in the neighborhood just 
because we have a swimming pool? 
I feel as though I've been forced in a 
jail looking after the neighbors' kids . 
while their parents are God only 
knows wficre! Why do parents do this 
anyway?" 


The questions went on, but after the 


initial outburst tor voice quavered a 
bit. "It's not fair," she added. "We do 
let the kids in and have a special time 
for them. We put up a white flag 
when they may come in. When It's 
down is it too much to expect their 
parents to keep them out of our back 
yard? How far does the law go in say- 
ing we are responsible just because 
we have a swimming pool?" 


HER QUESTION implied that she 


knew at least a part of the answer 
that there was a legal responsibility. I 
was personally familiar with the prob- 
lem since at one time, we lived on a 
16-acre tract around which the Des 
Plalnes river flows. My own children 
were dressed in red so I could see 


them wherever they might be playing, 
but the intruders were another mat- 
ter. They built tree houses, bonfires, 
compost heaps until we felt compelled 
to keep our house but sell our land for 
other homes to be built on it, thus 
eliminating our problem. 


The fact we were insured did not do 


away with the fear that some child 
might drown or hurt himself, or that, 
without our knowledge, attractive mil-, 
sances were existing on our property. 
Sometimes parents cooperated. Other 
times, they did not and it was a con- 
stant struggle to keep children from 
outside our area from wandering In to 
"try out the river, or the trees." 


I FEEL CERTAIN that every per- 


son who owns a swimming pool is well 
aware of the restrictions and regu- 
lations that ordinances place upon 
them. Not only persons with swim- 
ming pools but everyone,' especially 
those who own or rent a home and 
have some space around it, should be 
aware of what the law calls the law of 
Attractive Nuisance. 


In general, and in unlegal termi- 


nology, it means that you should not 
have things on your property that' 


children might find tempting and that 
are likely to cause them injury. 


If the theory sounds unfair because 


it protects a trespasser, it has, in this 
instance, a sound reason behind it. 
Children are not responsible for they 
cannot comprehend certain dangers 
or they are unaware of them either 
through lack of experience or because 
•they interpret the thing or experience 
as an adventure. A child's life, even a 
trespasser, is everybody's responsi- 
bility. This is why it is important to 
keep our property free and clear of 
anything that might attract and 
hence, injure, a child. 


THE SWIMMING pool owner may 


find himself having to build a fence 
around it and securing it with a lode 
on the gate. Still his responsibility 
does not end there. If for instance, 
the gate is left open, or he permits a 
large hole to remain unrepaired, he 
may still find himself liable if a child 
climbs through and falls into the pool. 


We must guard against ordinary 


things becoming attractive nuisances. 
Get rid of that old unused refrig- 
erator. Removing the doors might 
help but what if a child turns it over 


to play house and suffocates as a re- 
sult? Cover any open wells or holes 
that may be used for army trenches." 


-NOT ALL STATES are in favor of 


the attractive nuisance laws. Still the 
trend is for, rather than against them. 
In some industrial states, large com- 
panies such as construction, mining, 
smelting, etc., find it particularly dif- 
ficult to keep from creating attractive 
nuisances, and so the the laws vary 
from state to state. 


But for us as individuals, we must 


remember that we are our brothers' 
keepers when it comes to children and 
that even a clump of trees or a single 
one whose branches are like a siren's 
song, enticing a child to embrace it 
and to climb its branches because 
they are temptingly within his reach, 
may bring us, the owner, to court

Tearing of greens gives a 
ragged edge which quickly oxidizes 
and turns brown. A cut with a sharp 
knlfo leaves a clean edge which lasts 
longer.

Whether or not Grazlano can back 


up his assertion that he eats more 
nuts than anybody else, tho Ace Pecan 
Co. will process about 12 million 
pounds of nuts during the year. Sales 
are expected to reach $13 million in 
1975, compared with $10 million last 
year. 


"I attribute it to the terrific product 


our employes turn out," Grazlano 
sold. "Almost all the growth we've 
had is word-of-mouth recommenda- 
tions." 


THERE MAY BE a limit to the ra- 


pid expansion of nut sales, Grazlano 
concedes, but he plans to enjoy the 
success. "Selling today is fun. There 
was a time when It wasn't," ho said. 
"It takes a long time to build goodwill 
and other products. It's hard to put a 
price on goodwill." 


Grazlano said he decided to expand 


the Ace Pecan product line seven 
years ago as a competitive measure. 
"A typical nut line is about four 
things," he said. "We have everything 
you could want." The selection ranges 
from small bags of beer nuts to four- 
pound cans of cashews. "If you like 
cashews, It's really a good value," ho 
said of tho oversize cons. 


Pistachios, peanuts and pecans 


compete with cashews and mixed nuts 
of all varieties. There arc baskets of 
mixed nuts In the shell. Fancy canis- 
ters, Ice buckets and baskets are 
packed with shelled varieties. 


NEW PRODUCTS In the nut lino 


are tested at tho Ace Pecan quality 
control laboratory by department 
manager Anne Slcttcn and Grazlano. 
New products coming to the market 
Include "What Nuts," a combination 
of sunflower seeds, Mexican Pctpltas 
and parched corn. A lino of brandy- 
soaked nuts will be Introduced at the 
National Fancy Food and Confection 
Show Aug. 17-19 in Chicago. 


Tho company culls nuts from many 


countries as the raw materials in its 
products. Cashews are shipped from 
Brazil, India and Africa, and almonds 
are supplied by Spanish producers. 
Turkey, Afghanistan and Iran supply 
pistachios. There Is no absolute cer- 
tainty about supply, Grazlano said. 
Tho company relics on willing sup- 
pliers and good weather conditions, 
but there ore occasional setbacks. Pe- 
cans are in short supply, the result of 
poor weather last fall when tho nuts 
were harvested. 


Once the nuts arc received at the 


Aco Pecan plant on Lunt Avenue, 
they may bo stored in a cool ware- 
house or processed immediately. Tho 
destiny of pecans in tho shell Is typi- 
cal of the many steps that processing 
and packaging Includes. Tho nuts arc 
shipped In bulk containers, then 
loaded into a machine that sorts them 
according to size. Tho nuts ore wash- 
ed in a chlorine bath, then sorted 
overnight. 


THE PECANS arc cracked and sep- 


arated from the shell In an automated 
machine. An electronic shorting ma- 
chine plucks out misshapen or dis- 
colored nuts, workers inspect tho nut- 
meats and assist in tho dry roasting 
or oil roasting processes. 


Packaging is a swift procedure. In 


tho "form-feed" system that turns 
out 45 packages a minute, the nuts 
arc scooped up in a conveyor system 
nnd bagged. Peanuts ore packed In 
glass jars on another line. After tho 
jars are filled and capped, they arc 
labeled and boxed for shipment. 


Production Is at.its slowest point 


right now, Grazlano sold. Tho plant 
will gear up for 18-hour-a-day produc- 
tion in August. Although many of the 
company's products are sold under its 
"County Fair" label, 25 per cent of 
the business Is for private label dis>

tributlon. The company packages nuts 
that arc sold by retailers or used os 
ingredients for other food products in 
the U.S. and several foreign countries. 


GRAZIANO SAID his company has 


a commitment to avoid unnecessary 
wasto in its operations. "We salvage 


everything," he said. Metal shipping 
containers from Brazil are crushed 
and sold by tho ton to a "detinner." 
Boxes are crushed and sold to recyc- 
ling plants. Even the nut shells are 
put to good use. The company burns 
shells in a furnace to supply its needs 
and many of the shells are packaged 
and sold -to nurseries for use as a 
ground cover material. 


The Ace Pecan Co. is a survivor in 


. an industry that is- marked by a de- 
crease in the number of firms doing 
business. Heavy capital expenses 
cause 'difficulty in launching or ex- 
panding a business, Graziano said. He 
works in a family business that was 
started in Chicago in 1946. Graziano's 
parents, Charles and Antlonette were 
original owners. Graziano joined the 
firm in 1953, later moving the com- 
pany to Elk Grove Village. Two plants 
are located at 2055 and 1125 Lunt Ave.

edly still hasn't made good on money due all his former employees. 


Tlie disenchantment permeated all corners. Before he departed 


Chicago, Fire hcnd coach Jim Spavltal probably hadn't been pen- 
cited onto many Christmas card lists. Certainly among his former 
athletes. 


Many of those Flro players who slid down the World Football 


League's inaugural drain arc back for another shot. 


They ore the Chicago Winds of owner Gene Pullano who'll open 


their two-gome WFL exhibition season against the Jacksonville Ex- 
press at 8 p.m. Saturday in Soldier Field. 


You can list running back Mark Kellar among that group. Kellar 


dazzled alongside Cyril Pindcr in the Fire backfield before a bro- 
ken leg shelved him last summer. Now, after watching practice for 
three weeks with a kidney bruise, Kellar stands ready for Jackson- 
ville. 


Ho has never been a boisterous young man. But Mark didn't 


hesitate to praise Winds' head coach Babe Parilli In comparison 
with the Fire's Spavltal. 


Mark Kellar says Babe treats Winds9 players like men 


"The first time I met Jim Spa vital, he seemed like a great hap- 


py-go-lucky guy who couldn't get mad at anybody," Kellar said 
yesterday at the Winds' North Central College-based training camp 
In Naperville. 


"Then he came on like a tyrant and started throwing his weight 


around. It was a joke. You couldn't respect him. At Spavital's 
training camp, we were treated like boys. We had people watching 
over us 24 hours a day. 


"Babe is a real person," said Kellar. "He treats us like men. 


Parilli tells you when things will happen and they do. People just 
like him. He doesn't set down all those foolish rules which we had 
last year. 


"AH he wants Is football," said Kellar, "and that's what we'll 


give him." 


You might add, says Kcllnr, that it will be darn good football, 


too. They called It a minor league last summer. And they'll call it a 
minor league again. Kellar doesn't buy it. But you wouldn't expect 
him to, cither. 


"If Larry Csonka, Jim Kiick, Paul Warfield (all Memphis), Cal- 


vin-Hill (Hawaiians) and John Gilliam (Chicago Winds) are minor 
league players, then let them call it a minor league," Kellar stated 
firmly. 


"Csonka got 12 yards in seven carries the other day against 


Birmingham. This won't be minor league." 


More important than Csonka's footage, over 35,000 persons 


watched Memphis and Birmingham play a hastily scheduled exhibi- 
tion. Another' 15,000 viewed the San Antonio-Southern Cali- 
fornia conflict. 


All of which leaves Winds' Public Relations Director Frank Pace 


saying the club could draw between 10,000 and 30,000 to Saturday 
evening's date with Jacksonville in Soldier Field. 


That will mark the debut of Parilll's "third" WFL team. He had 


the New York Stars franchise team last summer which moved to 
Charlotte, N. C., in mid-season. 


"I hod a contract with the old league like everyone else," said 


Porilli. "When the league went, I was free." So he came to Chi- 
cago, after spurning at least one offensive coordinator's position in 
the National Football League. 


Babe is personable, 45 years old, holder of more than 22,000 


passing yards professionally, a one-time sub for Joe Namath and 
former three-year assistant coach with the Pittsburgh Steelers.

An Alabama graduate, Parilli suited for six different professional

"I've been under Bear Bryant, Paul Brown, Vince Lombard!, 


Weeb Ewbank; maybe I got a little from everybody," said Parilli. 
"But you have to have your own philosophy. This is me. This is how 
lam.

sure on themselves. They're smart and intelligent. You can't tell 
them something if you're not sincere."

Ford announced his candidacy In the 
1076 presidential election Tuesday 
amid Indications he might have to 
fight for the support of the Republican 
Party's conservative wing. 


In a low-key, three-minute state- 


ment to reporters in the Oval Office of 
the White House, President Ford 
p r o m i s e d an "open and above- 
aboard" campaign. 


Indications of a pending fight for 


the GOP nomination came Tuesday 
when sources close to former Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan said a cam- 
paign committee will be formed this 
month to support a Reagan challenge 
to Ford. 


FORD'S CAMPAIGN will be his 


first for a national office and'he is 
relying on the nation's penchant for 
electing incumbents, as well as his 25 
years as a congressional campaigner. 
He predicted he will win, "as al- 
ways." 


Reagan supporters said their candi- 


date has not decided whether to run. 
"Regan has not given us the go- 
ahead," an unidentified supporter 
sold, "but based on what I've seen, 
I'm convinced he's going to run." 


The Rcagan-for-Presldent group ex- 


pects to organize this month and key 
figures have already begun prepara- 
tions. A one-time aide and political 
consultant to Regan has closed his 


consulting and public relations firm in 
Sacramento and Is preparing the com- 
mittee in .Washington. 


Ford, who will be 62 next month, 


said his wife and family are strongly 
supporting his candidacy. He said he 
intends to do three things: run a clean 
campaign, be president of all the 
people, and never neglect his duty. 


"I want every delegate and every 


vote I can get... but wit bin-the spirit 
and the letter of the law and without •

NATIONAL POLLS indicate Ford 


has regained most of the popularity he 


lost when he pardoned former Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon last Septem- 
ber. White House aides reflected the 
new enthusiasm Tuesday when they 
predicted Ford would prevail over the 
conservative opposition in his own 
party and the more than a dozen po- 
tential contenders for the Democratic 
nomination in 1976. 


Democratic 
National Chairman 


Robert Strauss responded to Ford's 
announcement by .promising that his 
party would/find "an equally likable 
and honorable" candidate. 


Ford, appointed vice president by 


Nixon and succeeding to the presiden- 


cy without being elected, said he 
would "not forget my initial pledge to 
be President of all the people." He 
said he will "seek the support of all 
who believe in the fundamental values 
of duty, decency and constructive de- 
bate." 


Ford's new campaign committee 


will include: former Army Secretary 
Howard Callaway of Georgia, cam- 
paign manager; California industrial- 
ist David Packard, finance chairman; 
former White House counsel Dean 
Burch, head of an advisory . com- 
mittee; and former Assistant Sec. of 
Defense Robert C. Moot, treasurer. 


'Reagan healthy for GOP

Republican leaders in the Northwest suburbs agreed 


Tuesday that the entrance of former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan into the 1976 presidential sweepstakes 
could be healthy for the GOP. 


But State Republican Chairman Donald Adams of

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Petitions force action 
Hospital 
vote stalled 


The DCS Plnlncs City Council has 


agreed to reconsider its decision to al- 
low a controversial expansion of For- 
est Hospital to an ll-acrc tract at 
Garland Place and Rand Road. 


City officials took the action Mon- 


day night after Aid. Thomas Koplos, 
1st, presented petitions to the city 
council from about 400 rctldcnls who 
object to the hospital's expansion. 


"All I am doing Is asking that we be 


responsive to the constituents of the 
first word and the constituents of the 
city," Koplos said. 


THE CITY council was scheduled to 


vote Monday night on an ordinance 
granting zoning for the hospital ex- 
pansion, but, after agreeing to re- 
consider the matter, decided to table 
It for two weeks. The matter will be 
considered at the July 21 city council 
meeting. 


Petitions from about 70 residents op- 


posing the project were presented to 
the city before the city council gave 
tentative approval in June, but alder- 
men still voted 12-4 in favor of the 
expansion request. 


The opposition to the project was 


countered by support from about ISO 
businesses and about 100 DCS Plaines 
residents employed by Forest Hospi- 
tal. 


Residents opposing the expansion 


contend the hospital will be too close 
to single-family homes, creating se- 
curity problems and causing a nui- 
sance. Several residents said mental 
patients frequently walk away from 
the hospital and ring doorbells of 
homos In the area. Some also said 
they fear that the problem will be- 
come worse If the hospital expands 
closer to homes. 


KOPLOS SAID some of the busi- 


nesses that favored expansion 
changed positions after learning of tin 
opposition from residents. 


"I think the list of people opposing 


this is a far more impressive list," 
Koplos said. 


Aid. Joseph Szabo, 1st, who also op- 


poses the expansion, sold it was un- 
fair for City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach 
to read the names of the businesses 
supporting the project at a recent city 
council meeting without reading the 
names of those opposing It.

Mental-aid unit to appeal funds cut 


Elk Grove-Schaumburg Townships 


Mental Health Center officials plan! to 
appeal the decision to'cut their annual, 
state aid grant by $33,000. 


The Illinois Kept, of Mental Health 


will provide the center with only 
$159,586 of the $192,641'requested for 
the 1975-76 fiscal year: 


Jordan'Rosen, executive director of 


the center, said there is a chance 
some of the'funds may be recovered 
through an appeal process set up by 
the mental health department 


THE PROCESS involves submitting 


a report by outlining the center's need 


for the money. The report will be .re- 
viewed by a citizens' advisory council 
of the department. Rosen said the re- 
port must be in by July 11. 


The state funds sought by the center 


were to have provided about 44 per 
cent of its total projected budget of 
about $430,000 for, the coming year. 
The rest of the operating funds come 
from the two townships, United Fund 
proceeds and patient fees. 


Rosen said if forced to, the center 


could cut the budget by about $13,000 
at the most, which would mean elimi- 
nating four of the 10 part-time thera- 


pists who work at the center besides 
the regular full-time staff. 


If the four therapists were laid off, 


he said, the budget would still nave a 
deficit of about $20,000.. That money, 
would have to be sought from the . 
townships or the United Fund. 


ROSEN SAID the letter from the 


mental health department this week 
notifying him of the reduction in the . 
grant stressed that state aid is contin- 
gent on the availability of funds.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gerald R. 


Ford announced his candidacv In the 
11)70 presidential election Tuesday 
amid indications he might have to 
fight for the support of the Republican 
Party's conservative wing.

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Village board ivrapup 
Action delayed 
on density ordinance 


The Wheeling Village Board delayed action this week on the. 


adoption of a new ordinance changing densities of large apartment 
complexes. 


The board delayed its vote so that an amendment calling for 


public dedication,of major streets within largo developments could 
be Included In the proposed ordinance. 


Trustee Otis L. Hedlund said he wanted the major streets dedi- 


cated 10 that the village could demand sidewalks and streetlights. 
Ho also said the change would mean the village will be responsible 
for plowing and maintenance of major streets. 


Hedlund said the residents of such developments already would 


be paying for plowing and other services In their taxes. Minor or 
side streets would not bo dedicated and therefore not covered by 
this provision. 


The now ordinance calls for the establishment of-a Planned Unit- 


3 (PD-3) category for townhouscs, which would limit construction 
to a maximum of eight units per acre. It also calls for a PD-4 
category to cover all other multi-family construction with a max- 
imum density of 14 units per acre 


Currently, all multi-family projects are considered as one cate- 


gory, with a maximum 16 units per acre allowable. 


The new ordinance will be voted on at next Monday's'village 


board meeting. 


In other action, the board: 
• Approved 5-1 an ordinance authorizing the Issuance of tax an- 


ticipation warrants, with Trustee William Hcln casting the "no" 
vote. Tha warrants may have to be issued because tax receipts 
from the county are late again this year and the village has in- 
sufficient revenues left over from the previous year. 


• Referred to public works department a request from William 


Rogers, chairman of the environmental advisory commission, that 
truck load limit signs bo posted in industrial areas within the vil- 
lage. 


• Granted permission to the Wheeling Civil Defense group to use 


the police — public works radio frequency after tho police move to 
a now frequency in several months. The now police frequency Is 
part of the North Regional Telecommunications System to improve 
police communications. 


• Received notification from the Illinois Dept. of Transportation 


that a proposed $86,363 project to improve Manchester Drive, be- 
tween Wolf Road and Milwaukee Avenue, hod been approved. Bids 
for tho project are to be sought either late this month or in early 
August. 


• Approved an amendment to tho terms of office for plan commis- 


sion members so that (ho terms will be staggered with three of the 
nlno terms expiring each year. 


• Voted to reaffirm tho new ethics commission's right to examine 


disclosure statements, (lied by village officials and employes, for 
possible conflicts of Interest. Trustee Hedlund said the commission 
was seeking rcafflrmatlon because "they're treading very lightly." 


e Approved extension of streets in the Cedar Run development to 


permit construction of additional parking areas. 


• Ordered a study by the building department on the village's sign 


ordinance. Trustee Charles M. Kerr said the current ordinance may 
be unreasonable with regard to Its height limitations. Other commu- 
nities' restrictions are to bo studied. 


• Approved an agreement with Tahoe Village that permits the 


village to post and enforce firo lane zone regulations. 


• Authorized a partial payment of $23,073.13 to Skokle Valley 


Asphalt Co. Inc. for work on the expanded village hall parking lot. 
Five per cent of tho cost, or $1,214,38, is being held back temporar- 
ily. Kcrr questioned tho payment because the total project cosl had 
Increased by about $1,000 over the bid cost. Although he did vote for 
tho payment, Kcrr said. "I don't think that's a good way to do 
business." 


• Gave preliminary approval to an ordinance deleting certain 


permitted uses In the Industrial zoning classification, such as au- 
tomobile dismantling, junkyards and bulk oil and gas storage. After 
learning that buyers of property which currently have oil and gas 
storage would have to remove the storage facilities, Heln voted 
against tho ordinance. Final action is expected Monday night. 


100 residents protest mess; 
seek removal of debris

Its 
location on a new interstate highway 
will cause Tomorrowtown to mush- 
room In the next 15 years, and stu- 
dents are being asked how they'd 
handle the needs of a suburban boom 
town. 


STUDENTS HEARD a brief talk on 


urban planning by Robert Rudd, as- 
sistant to the village manager of Pal- 
atine. Using those •basic principles, 
they laid out a planned community 
with homes, apartments, shopping 
center and city services. 


"A lot of us take for granted all the 


buildings that arc here," said Mrs. 
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Leland. "But this course shows the 
students that they all fit into a plan." 


Because it is a totally planned town 


of the future, Tomorrowtown avoids 
some of the mistakes suburbanites see 
around them. An underground rail- 
road will provide transportation for 
Tomorrowtown's commuters. 
Each 


neighborhood has convenient shopping 
facilities within walking distance of 
each house. And although the students 
have not yet decided which industry 
they'd like to have in their town, they 
were adamant about having a rec- 
cycling plant. 


Each student drew up his Idea of 


the totally planned community, and 
class members then selected the five' 


best plans and Incorporated them into 
the class Tomorrowtown. Students are 
now designing their own homes. Their 
next project will be to design the 
schools. 


"I'M ANXIOUS TO see how they 


design their schools, because these stu 
dents come from all over the dis- 
trict," said Mrs. Leland. It'll be inter- 
esting to see what they think goes into 
a good school." 


While the junior urban planners are 


getting a good lesson in what it takes 
to make a city, they do have one ad- 
vantage.

L. A. Hanson of 
deliberately distorting the record of 
land and cash donations from devel- 
opers to the park district. 


The village's original flood-control 


plan called for construction of a large 
retention basin on a portion of the 
park district's Nike base property. 


Eventually, the park district hopes 


to acquire the entire base for an IB- 
hole course. It recently acquired 65 
acres of the former military property. 
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about $430,000 for the coming year. 
The rest of the operating funds come 
from the two townships, United Fund 
proceeds and patient fees. 


Rosen said if forced to, the center 


could cut the budget by about $13,000 
at the most, which would mean elimi- 
nating four of the 10 part-time thera- 
pists who work at the center besides 
the regular full-time staff. 


If the four therapists were laid off, 


he said, the budget would still have a 
deficit of about $20,000. That money 
Would have to be sought from the 
townships or the United Fund. 


ROSEN SAID the letter from the 


mental health department this week 
notifying him of the reduction in the 
grant stressed that state aid is contin- 
gent on the availability of funds. 


Gov. Daniel Walker has proposed 6 


per cent cuts in all state departments 
and some budgets already have been 
trimmed. 


If the governor slashes the mental 


health department allocation, his ac- 
tion could further reduce money 
awarded to the townships' mental 
health center, Rosen said.. 


The grant, as currently proposed, 


would force the mental health center 
to operate with almost exactly the 
same amount in state funds received 
for 1974-75. With the $159,586 out- 
patient services probably would stay 
the same Rosen said.

Ford announced his candidacy In the 
1076 presidential election Tuesday 
amid indications ho might have to 
fight for the support of the Republican 
Party's conservative wing.

the White House, President Ford 
p r o m i s e d an "open and above- 
aboard" campaign. 


Indications of a pending fight for 


the GOP nomination came Tuesday 
when sources close to former Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan said a cam- 
paign committee will be formed this 
month to support a Reagan challenge 
to Ford. 


FORD'S CAMPAIGN will be his 


first for a national office and he is 
relying on the nation's penchant for 
electing incumbents, as well as his 25 
years as a congressional campaigner. 
He predicted he will win, "as al- 
ways." 


Reagan supporters said their candi- 


date has not decided whether to run. 
"Regan has not given us the go- 
ahead," an unidentified supporter 
said, "but based on what I've seen, 
I'm convinced he's going to run." 


The Reagan-for-Presidcnt group ex- 


pects to organize this month and key 
figures have already begun prepara- 
tions. A one-time aide and political 
consultant to Regan has closed his 


consulting and public relations firm in 
Sacramento and is preparing the com- 
mittee in Washington. 


Ford, who will be 62 next month, 


said his wife and family are strongly 
supporting his candidacy. He said he 
intends to do three things: run a clean 
campaign, be.president of all the 
people, and never neglect his duty. 


"I want every delegate and every 


vote I can get... but within the spirit 
and the letter of the law and without 
compromising

which I have stood all my public life." 


NATIONAL POLLS indicate "Ford

sible," he said. 


Park board members said the dis- 


trict has just enough money to pay for 
the $420,000 project, which includes a 
swimming pool, bathhouse and four 
lighted tennis courts. 


Architect's plans call for the place-

That money 
would have to be sought from the 
townships or the United Fund.

'Reagan healthy for GOP"

Republican leaders In the Northwest suburbs agreed 


Tuesday that the entrance of former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan into the 1976 presidential sweepstakes 
could be healthy for the GOP. 


But State Republican Sriairman Donald 'Adams of 


Springfield told the Herald he does not expect a Reagan 
candidacy to materialize. 


"I have a suspicion that Reagan will not become a 


candidate," said Adams. But he added that Reagan will 
probably have a large influence on the choice of Presi- 
dent Ford's running mate and on the design of the 1976 
Republican platform. 


"But unless the bottom falls out, I don't think Ford 


will be challenged," Adams said. 


TWO SUBURBAN GOP committeemen, Frend Yon- 


•kers of Wheeling Township and Bernard Pedersen of 
Palatine Township, said they would welcome an open 
convention contest between Ford and Reagan. 


In nearly identical reactions, both Yonkers and Pe- 


dersen said an "open convention," especially in light of 
the fact that Ford is a non-elected president, would be 
healthy for the party; that they could support either 
Ford or Reagan; and that the party should unite behind

William J. Moore, attorney for 


Madison Square Garden Corp. and the 
Chicago Bears, sold Tuesday the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights alone must 
decide whether It is willing to use gen- 
eral-obligation bonds to build a $30 
million stadium at Arlington Park 
Raco Track.

Relations between the park district

L. A. Hanson of 
deliberately distorting the record of 
land and cash donations from devel- 
opers to the park district.

plan called for construction of a large

Alex Cook, Smith, Barney vice pres- 


ident, told the village board Monday 
that it probably could use revenue 
bonds, but should not issue general 
obligation bonds for the stadium. 


"It doesn't take a genius to figure 


out that If these ore general obligation 
bonds — the potential profits (to the 
village) are much greater than with 
revenue bonds that have 3 per cent 
higher interest. That amounts' to 
$900,000 on $30 million," Moore said. 


"Ultimately the village is going to 


tell us whether they're willing to con- 
sider general obligation bonds," he 
said. 


MOORE SAID Madison Square Gar- 


den is still in the process of getting 
firm construction bids on the stadium, 
estimated to cost about $30 million. 


He said he plans to attend a special 


village board meeting next Monday 
night when Cook will explain Smith, 
Barney's proposal to be the village's 
financial counselor. But the next 
meeting between the village board, 
Madison Square Garden and the 
Boars is "still a little time off," he 
said. 


Cook's comment to the village 


board Monday night that the stadium 
feasibility studies commissioned by 
Madison Square Garden may not be 
totally objective was "utterly unjusti- 
fied," Moore said. He defended his 
earlier statement that Tbuche-Ross & 
Co., which prepared the stadium 
feasibility report, had been told to ap- 
proach the job as if it had been hired 
by the village.
